Jan.  27th,  the  startling  message  came  that  the  Poor  House 
was  on  fire,  and  a  little  later  that  there  was  no  chance  of  saving 
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any  part  of  it  as  the  wind  was  blowing  terrifically.  All  the 
directors  but  three  were  present  and  the  inmates  were  carried 
to  nearby  dwellings,  most  of  them  to  Silas  Perry's,  who  is  de- 
serving of  a  great  deal  of  praise  for  the  manner  in  which  he  open- 
ed his  doors,  housing  about  25  from  the  fierce  wind  which  pre- 
vailed. 

A  part  of  the  household  furnishings  were  saved  in  the  usual 
condition  at  such  times. 

The  insurance  onwhatwas  burned  amounted  to  $7,830,  being 
all  the  risk  the  different  Companies  would  take,  which  has  been 
adjusted  in  full.  Arrangements  have  been  made  at  Swan  ton 
to  care  for  the  inmates  until  better  arrangements  can  be  made, 
or  a  new  building  can  be  erected  for  which  a  committee  has  been 
appointed  to  secure  an  Architect  to  draft  plans  and  make  es- 
timates of  the  probable  cost  which  will  be  reported  at  a  meeting, 
appointed  to  be  held  Feb.  13th,  at  the  Riverside  Hotel  at  Sheldon 
Junction.  The  sentiment  of  the  Directors  seems  to  be  that  the 
building  be  under  one  roof  with  the  exception  of  the  hospital.
